The emotionalists have selected cases in cer­ 
tain sections of the country, notably the old South, and have 
painted a picture of virtual peonage as being typical of the 
American tenant farmer s condition.

West Texas some of our most substantial citizens are tenant 
farmers. They own tools and livestock, thee ha\e < tcuit •li­ 
the banks and have about as much money on an average as 
other people. 
But during rec< nt years as result of crop curtailment, sale 
of lands through foreclosure and extension of the use of 
viewer machinery thousands of tenant farm families have 
been forced off ’: e land. 
Some way must be found to get 
these families back on the land. 
Some can and should go 
back as owners but a revolution in our farm management 
methods cannot be achieved in a short time, nor can it be 
accomplished simply by settling families on land, regardless 
of other factors. 
The homesteading of Oklahoma and other Western states 
didn't settle the tenant question. As soon as the homesteads 
were proved up and title secured, th* y were mortgaged and 
old and now Oklahoma has about the same ratio of farm 
tenancy as T< xas.
